Asserts Schedules Are 
Maintained Better Un- 
der System, Cites Sav- 
ings, but Points to 
Travel Decline. 


The St. Louis Public Service Co., 
in two reports filed today with 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission at Jefferson City, said | 
the results of eliminating the | 
pass system for streetcar and bus | 
passengers, three months ago, had 
been favorable, but that a con- 
tinuing decline in travel was Caus- | 
ing it to operate at a loss. 

One of the reports dealt with 
the effect of the fare changes 
made here March 7. The other | 
dealt with the zone fare system, | 
which the Commission has been | 
asked to authorize for St. Louis, | 
and systems of extra charges for | 
transfers. The zone fare system 
was shown to be in operation in 


several cities where the zones are 
shorter than the St. Louis county 
lines to which the company seeks 
to apply them. 

The Public Service Commission 
today set a hearing for June 20, 
at 10 a.m., in Jefferson City, on 
the company’s application, filed | 
last Friday, for a cash fare of 13 
cents or 2 for 25 cents, and a 5- 
cent additional zone fare in St. 
Louis county. The proposed fare 
increase was not discussed in the 
reports filed today. 

Transfer Charge Discussion. 


Facts and figures as to extra 
transfer charges, in a few other 
cities, were stated, but this part 
of the reports did not show a de- 
sire to institute such a plan here. 
It would be unpopular, the text 
indicated, and to some extent 
would be inequitable. 

“Our service is improved,” the 
company Says, as the result of the 
elimination of passes. An increase 
of 3 per cent in passenger re- 
ceipts is said to have resulted. 
The company continues: 

“We are better able to maintain 
schedules. In addition, a check 
of our operators shows that they 
prefer working under the new 
fare plan. 

“Refore the _ elimination of 
passes, exit-door boarding was 
very prevalent during morning 
and evening rush periods, and at 
some locations operators had dif- 
ficulty controlling this dangerous 
practice. Riders seemed to think 
that because they had a pass they 
were privileged to board at the 
exit doors, without regard to the 
hazards involved. With the cash 
fare, instances of exit-door board- 
ing are a rarity.” 

The company states that pass 
elimination has not increased run- 
ning time, “in spite of the con- 
tinually increasing number of ve- 
hicles on the street, adding to 
traffic congestion,” and that “op- 
erators’ duties in general have 
been lessened.” 

It also estimates that it saves 
$200,118, the chief item being 

49,153 paid to operators for sell- 
ing the passes. Printing costs of 
$49.065 and armored car service, 
— are the other items of sav- 
ng. 

Estimate of Receipts. 

The months of March and April, 
1949, in a three months’ statement, 
show net income of $68,952 and 
$45.386, while the month of May 
shows an estimated loss of $10,256. 
“There is no provision for income 
taxes, since the five months to 
date is still a loss.” 

“Estimated annual sales,” this 
term meaning passenger fare re- 
ceipts, are given for 12 months at 
the fares prior to last March 7, 
and taking into account a 4.3 per 
cent decline in riding in 1948, as 
$25,700,000. For the year to fol- 
low March 7, with passes elimi- 
nated, the estimated receipts are 
$26.470,000.

—A bill to allow dog racing in 
Illinois was approved yesterday by 
the State Senate and sent to the 
House. 

It passed the Senate by a 37-5 
vote. 


enacted, dog tracks will be opened 
this summer at Sportsman’s Park, 
near Chicago, and Fairmount Park 
at Collinsville, in the St. Louis 
area, 

Enactment of the bill, its spon- 
sors claimed, would bring to the 
state millions of dollars in revenue 
each year, based on a comparison 
with eight states which now per- 
mit dog racing. 

The bill would regulate, license 
and tax greyhound racing in the 
state and legalize pari-mutuel dog 
race betting. 

Dog racing would be permitted 
at night and from April 1 to Oct. 1. 
However, Sunday races would be 
barred.

Son of Pittsburgh Pack- 
ing Company President 
Said to Have Terrorized 
Woman to Hide Crime.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 9 (UP) 
— Joseph Yeager, 22 years old, 
playboy son of a packing company 
president, was charged today with 
the murder of party girl Betty 
Donovan, 32. He was turned in to 


police by another woman, who said 
he held her prisoner for a month 
to conceal the crime. 

Mary Ashton, 20, a former laun- 
dry worker, said she had lived in 
terror until she managed to elude 
Yeager long enough to telephone 
her landlord, who called police. 

She said Yeager brought a 
woman’s bloody clothing to the 
apartment they had shared for a 
year on the night the Donovan 
woman was killed, last May 5. 

Yeager made her give up her 
job, forbade her to leave the house 
without him and threatened, “I'll 
do the same to you as I did to 
her” if she went to police, the Ash- 
ton girl said. 

The body of the woman, a 
habitue of bars and cafes, was 
found lying nude in a cheap hotel 
room. She had been slashed and 
beaten to death ‘with a broken 
beer bottle. Police found the im- 
print of a rubber heel on her 
bosom and a $10 bill under her 
body.

“Two daj® later, he put the 
clothing in a bag, along with a 
Piece of the beer bottle wrapped 
‘in his bloody shirt. 

“We went out to a hillside and 
.threw the bag over a wall.” 

Police recovered the bag, whith 
contained the bottle neck, a tan 
coat, a blue brassiere, blue panties 
and a yellow blouse, all identified 
as belonging to the Donovan 
woman.

House Vote 112 to 3. 


Despite the known opposition of 
the St. Louis city administration 
and the State Highway Commis- 
sion to the measure, the House 
passed it by a vote of 112 to 3. 

Two amendments proposed by 
the city, to modify drastic provi- 
sions of the bill, were voted down 
by supporters who contended the 
only purpose of the measure was 
to prevent eviction from their 
homes of 3000 persons for whom

no other housing was available. 

The bill would bar the removal 
or destruction of buildings used 
for residential purposes, or the 
eviction of persons occupying such 
property which has been or may 
hereafter be acquired by the city 
or state for the location or Con- 
struction of a state highway in 
St. Louis, for a period of two years 
from the effective date of the act. 

This prohibition would apply not 
only to the proposed Third street 
highway, to extend from the inter- 
section of Twelfth street and Gra- 
vois avenue to Third and Poplar 
streets, but to any other state 
highway to be built in the city 
within the two-year period. 

A joint statement by the city 
administration and highway com- 
mission that no property owner or 
tenant would be evicted, who had 
not been given an opportunity to 
move to similar housing, failed to 
head off final passage of the bill. 

The statement was submitted to 
the House by Representative Don- 
ald L. Carpenter (Dem.), St. Louis, 
who led the attempt to stop pas- 
sage of the bill. He is a brother 
of Comptroller Milton Carpenter. 


Pledge by Supporters. 


The joint statement read, 
part, as follows: 

“It is the intention of the parties 
to assist, in every practical way, 
in the relocation of property own- 
ers and tenants affected by this 
public improvement (Third street). 

“Working directly under the 
Mayor’s committee the State High- 
way Commission and the city have 
secured the services of a full time 
employe who will contact every in- 
dividual affected and will locate 
similar living quarters for them. 

“It is believed that adequate re- 
location quarters can be obtained 
prior to June 30, 1950. This is the 
date by which the contract must 
be let or the state of Missouri 
will lose $4,500,000 in federal funds. 

“In any event, no property owner 
or tenant who has_ not been given 
the opportunity to“nove to similar 
housing will be evicted.

FOR NEW PACT, OWNERS SAY 


TE-UP BY MONDAY 


Big Four Foreign Minis 
ters to Intervene if 
Trade, Traffic Talks.

PARIS, June 9 (AP)—Russia | 
first rejected, then accepted today | 
an American call for tht East-| 
West trade and traffic talks in 
Berlin to end by Monday. If they 
do not conclude then, the Big 
Four foreign ministers would step

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky told his Western op- 
posites, at the beginning of a 
long session, that Russia would 
not be to blame if the Berlin 
talks break down. 

However, at the end of the ses- 
sion, which at times became heat- 
ed, Vishinsky suddenly said he was 
ready to agree to having each for- 
minister tell his country’s experts 
in Berlin to end their work by 
Monday. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
had asked yesterday that the for- 
eign ministers set a five-day dead- 
line for the Berlin talks. These 
talks were called to untangle the 
trade and traffic tieup in the 
German city. 

At the same time, western au- 
thorities who have been conferring 
with the Russians in Berlin as- 
serted that an East-West trade 
agreement, virtually concluded, 
could go into effect almost im- 
mediately were it not for the 
Berlin rail strike. 

The western powers have told 
the Russians to order the Soviet- 
controlled railway management to 
meet the strikers’ demands and 
end the walkout, or there would 
be no signatures on the trade 
agreement.

Inforfants in Berlin’ said the 
Russians actually desired a trade 
agreement with the West and were 
using the foreign ministers con- 
ference as a smoke screen to hide 
their éagerness. One high Amer- 
ican official said the Russians, in 
his opinion, never intended to 
reach a political agreement in 
Paris and the meeting they really 
were interested in was not in Paris 
but in Berlin.

St. Louisans suffered through | 
only three moderate smoke palls| 
and one heavy pall during the heat- 
ing season just ended, as compared 
with 18 moderate palls and one 
heavy pall during the preceding 
year, Smoke Commissioner James

report to the Mayor. 

The heavy pall last season lasted 
only 30 minutes, as compared with 
one hour and 10 minutes fof the 
heavy pall of the previous season, 
and the duration of the moderate 
palls totaled oniy 8 hours and 35 
minutes, as compared with 38 
hours and 40 minutes the preced- 
ing season, Carter said. 

He pointed out that, in a two- 
week period last fall, St. Loufs 
had 10 foggy days, a meteorological 
condition which would have cre- 
ated inevitably another Black 
Tuesday (Nov. 19, 1939) if the 
smoke ordinance had not been in 
effect.

Famous-Barr and Scruggs 
Seek Writ to Block 
Teamsters ‘Infiltration’ 
Organizing Technique. 


Suit for a temporary restraining 
order and a permanent injunction 
to prevent the Teamsters’ Union 
from extending its new “infiltra- 
tion” organizing technique to the 
Famous-Barr and Scruggs-Vander- 
voort-Barney department stores 
was filed in circuit court today by 
the stores. Judge James F. Nangle 
directed the defendants to show 
cause at 10 a.m. tomorrow Why an 
injunction should not be issued. 

The petition, filed by the May 
Department Stores Co. and 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney, Inc., 
cited the demonstration conducted 
last Monday night by the AFL 
Department Store Employes’ Coun- 
cil and the Teamsters’ Union at 
Stix, Baer & Fuller. The demon- 
stration, timed during the Monday 
evening shopping rush, consisted 
of the appearance in the depart- 
ment store of several hundred 
union members and their leaders, 
who handed union cards to store 
clerks. The demonstration was 
conducted quietly and was under 
police observation. 

In their plea for an injunction, 
Famous-Barr and Scruggs ask that 
the Department Store Council, the 
Teamsters’ Union and the AFL 
Building Service Employes’ Union 
be restrained “from entering the 
store during business hours, from 
demonstrating in, or about the 
premises, and from soliciting mem- 
berships during store hours.” 

The unions have stated an in- 
tention of getting into the stores, 
an action that would interfere 
with employes, intimidate custom- 
ers and injure the business of the 
plaintiffs, the petition asserted. 
The intended action is an unlaw- 
ful procedure under Missouri 
laws, the petition added.

' Operators Surprised. 


Coal operators, some of whom 
are trying to get a new contract 
with Lewis and head off a pos- 
sible strike June 30, were sur- 
Prised by the “holiday” order. 

Southern coal producers, who 
have been negotiating with the 
United Mine Workers at Biue- 
field, W.Va., called the work stop- 
page “a slap in the face” answer 
to their proposal that the union 
give up its right to call strikes 
at will. The negotiations were re- 
cessed late yesterday until Mon- 
day, after the miners rejected the 
operators’ offer as “grotesque, me- 
— and a shame.”

They said that Lewis’s’ action 
probably killed any chance for 
scrapping the section which calls 
for court orders to halt strikes 
threatening the national welfare. 

Some Senators who favor the 
Taft-Hartley law figured Lewis 
had strengthened their position all 
along the line. 

Lewis himself has demanded re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley law and 
he has bitterly denounced the in- 
junction section, which was ap- 
Plied to his union last year. 

Some industry officials specu- 
lated that the one-week “holiday” 
would not end on schedule in the 
soft coal fields. Under Lewis's 
timetable, soft coal miners would 
leave the pits Monday, stay out 
until June 20, and then work un- 
til June 25, when their annual 
vacation period begins. Industry 
officers doubted that the miners 
would go back to rk for the 
five days before their vacation 
begins. 
| Doubts by Steel Firms. 

Officers of the steel company- 
owned coal mines expressed doubt 
that they would even begin to bar- 
gain with Lewis until after the 
“holiday” is over. United States 
Steel Corp., largest of this group, 
previously had agreed to start 
union-company bargaining confer- 
= next Monday at Philadel- 
phia. 

Spokesmen for the Northern 
coal operators refused to comment 
on the impending mine shutdown. 
Indications were they would wait 
for developments between Lewis 
and the Southern and steel com- 
pany mine owners. The Northern 
operators have not yet had any 
communication with Lewis con- 
cerning a new contract.

BERLIN, June 9 (AP) — Four 
fist-swinging Russian officers to- 
day beat back a mob of 200 rail- 
way strikers who had invaded the 
American sector headquarters of 
the Soviet-controlled Berlin rail- 
way. ’ 

Later, on United States Military 
Government orders, western police 


guarded the entrance of the fivc- 
story building as a result of Soviet 
commandant Alexander Kotikov’s 
official complaint against the 
“hoodlum mob.” 

The mob had invaded and occu- 
pied the building on the Spree 
cana! late last night, but retreated 
shortly after midnight when the 
four Russian officers suddenly ar- 
rived. The Russians, angered by 
the sight of the mob ripping ric- 
tures of Prime Minister Stalin and 
Nikolai Lenin off the walls, 
pitched into the strikers with their 
fists and drove them to the ground 
floor of the building. 

The strikers then built barri- 
cades around the building with the 
announced intention of starving 
out the Russians, but west Berlin 
police forced the strikers to re- 
move the barriers. Pickets pre- 
vented a number of railway em- 
Ployes from entering the place. 

Strikers rushed five Soviet of- 
ficers when they emerged from 
the building in an attempt to get 
food from two other Russian of- 
ficers who had arrived outside in 
acar.

Revolving Turret for Camera. 

He has remodeled a small truck 
into a cross-country cruising ma- 
chine and has mounted a camera 
inside a revolving turret set in 
the roof of the vehicle. This tur- 
ret, of the type which Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. made 
here during the war for aerial 
gunnery, will enable Queeny to 
swing his camera freely in a full 
circle and follow: a running ani- 
mal in any direction. 

The turret is only one of a num- 
ber of Queeny’s ideas which so im- 
pressed the Museum of Natural 
History that the famous institu- 
tion, learning of his African plans, 
arranged to sponsor the expedi- 
tion. The photographic — 
will become part of the museum’s 
library of sound pictures. 

Queeny has an_ international 
reputation as a photographer of 
wild life, his camera studies of 
waterfowl, jumping salmon and 
Kodiak bear having been widely 
reproduced. His book on the wild 
duck, a pictorial masterpiece en- 
titled “Prairie Wings,” led to pro- 
duction of a motion picture in 
which sounds and photographs of 
ducks in flight were synchronized 
for the first time. 

Another Queeny sound picture, 
featuring shots of prairie chick- 
ens made in Benton county, Mo., 
and studies of sage grouse in 
Wyoming, Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan, will be completed this 
fall. It is this technique of syn- 
chronizing sound with sight which 
will be employed on the Africay 
expedition. 

To Leave About Dec. 26. 

Queeny plans to depart for 
Africa by commercial — airliner 
about Dec. 26. The safari will 
start in Nairobi, capital of the 
British crown colony of Kenya, 
move westward into the Belgian 
Congo and then swing northward, 
probably terminating three months 
later near Juba in the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. 

Because an automobile does not 
disturb wild animals nearly s0 
much as a human being—lions 
have been known to let a truck 
approach within a few feet— 
Queeny will do his “shooting” 
from an International truck modi- 
fied to his specifications. 

The truck was remodeled at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field by Rem- 
mert-Werner, Inc., aviation firm 
which services Queeny’s airplane. 
From a distance. it looks like an 
ordinary vehicle, but closer in- 
spection discloses some remark- 
able features. 


The body of the truck is ele- 
vated for clearance over rough 
ground. The vehicle is equipped 
with special springs and eight-ply 
tires of the heavy-duty type seen 
on farm equipment. A wide bump- 
er and five metal cross-bars pro- 
tect the grille. Canvas flaps can 
be lowered to inclose the section 
for passengers. 


A compass hangs over the wind- 
shield; the driver will blaze his 
own trail. 


Seats With Safety Belts. 

Four swivel airplane seats have 
been bolted to the floor of the 
truck. The seats have safety 
belts, eloquent evidence of the 
rough riding anticipated. The in- 
terior of the vehicle is padded 
with soundproofing material, and 
the roof has extra paddifg to 
soften head bumps. 


The turret is set into the cen- 
ter of the roof, the camera pro- 
jecting above the top, to be op- 
erated by the photographer in a 
standing position. The plastic, 
shatter-proof hood which encases 
machine-gunners on bombers has 
been removed, to be replaced by a 
streamlined hood which will elimi- 
nate the silhouette of the photog- 
rapher and his equipment, lessen- 
ing by that much the potential dis- 
traction for the animal targets. 

The turret camera is a stand- 
ard .Maurer motion picture ma- 
Queeny will use 16-milli- 
meter color film, employing a spe-

The truck has an oversized gen- | 
erator to keep batteries charged 
for operating the cameras and 
sound equipment. The equipment 
includes a special directional mi- 
crophone which fans out like a 
searchlight to pick up sound. This 
was developed in the Bell Tele- 
phone laboratories, and Queeny 
will try it out. 

An extra gasoline tank steps up 
the fuel storage capacity to 30 
gallons, giving the truck a 300- 
mile range over rough terrain. 

All the bright metal on the ex- 
terior—hub caps, grille, spotlight— 
will be coated with green camou- 
flage paint to eliminate light re- 
flection that might startle wild 
animals. 

The truck has a right-hand 
drive. “We're going to a British 
colony,” Queeny explained, “and 
the vehicle will be salable out 
there.” 

The truck is to be shipped next 
month to Africa, where guns for 
protection of the expedition and 
other equipment, will be assembled. 
There will be three or four other 
trucks in the caravan, but none so 
elaborately equipped as the cruis- 
ing machine. 

Four men will accompany 
Queeny on the expedition. Charles 
L. Russell, who is president of the 
American Bakers’ Machinery Co. 
here, will be in charge of the sound 
equipment. The party’s biologist, 
will be Charles Schwartz, on leave 
of absence from the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission.'Richard E. 
Bishop, Philadelphia etcher who 
helped illustrate “Prairie Wings,” 
and an assistant sound engineer 
will complete the party. 

Queeny has been planning the 
expedition for months, his prepara- 
tion having included reading 
dozens’ of books about African 
wild life. Asked if he had any 
trouble getting the revolving tur- 
ret for his truck, he replied with 
a grin: é 

“It’s just surplus war equipment 
that cost $15.

HOUSE APPROVES 
$62,200,705 FOR 
CONGRESS COSTS 


Joint Committee on For- 
eign Economic Co-op- 
eration Denied Funds, 


Abolished in Effect, 


Today in Congress 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (UP)— 
The House today passed by voice 
vote and without change a Dill to 
provide $62,200,705 for congress- 
ional spending during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 

Representative Vorys (Rep.), 
Ohio, sought to insert $244,000 for 
the joint Congressional Committee 
on Foreign Economic Co-opera- 
tion, but his proposal was de- 
feated, 117 to 43. 

The Budget Bureau recom- 
mended $344,000, but the .House 
Appropriations Committee decided 
that th eso-called “watch dog” 
committee’s work was completed 
and that no money should be 
appropriated for it. The House 
agreed, in effect voting to abolish 
the committee. 

No other 
offered. 

The bill, which now goes to the 
Senate, called for $686,114 more 
than Congress is spending on 
itself this year. 

Chairman Norrell (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, of the appropriations sub- 
committee which drafted the mea- 
sure explained that the increase 
was due almost entirely to the 
general federal employes‘ raise 
voted by Congress last year. 

As the House approved its last 
regular supply bill of the year, 
House leaders turned a cold shoul- 
der toward Senate sconomy bloc 
proposals for a 5 per cent redpc- 
tion in 1950 Government spending. 

“Buck passing,” said one House 
leader. “If Congress wants spend- 
ing cut 5 per cent then it should 
have the courage to do the cutting 
itself.” 

He said the House might go 
along witK legislation that would 
give the President power to veto 
individual items in blanket ap- 
propriation bills. The President 
now has no such power. 

Action on Military Pay. 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee approved by a 26 to 1 vote 
today a bill to increase the pay 
of most of the 1,626,000 men in 
military service. 

The action, which if indorsed by 
House and Senate would boost 
military spending by $307,000,000 
a year, came after Chairman Carl 
Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, warned 
that “sooner or later” the size of 
the armed services must be re- 
duced. 

“We can’t continue to go on 
spending 15 or 16 billion dollars a 
year (on the military) forever,” 
Vinson said. 

The pay bill is expected to come 
up on the House floor next week. 
Vinson said it would pass easily. 

It was the committee’s second 
try. An earlier pay Dill; which 
would have boosted military pay 
rolls by $406,000,000 annually, was 
rejected by the House when mem- 
bers complained it cost too much, 
did too much for the generals; and 
left the recruit out altogether. 

The new bill, a compromise, car- 
ries increases from top to bottom 
of the military scale. The $75 re- 
cruit, however, would get his $5 
increase only after four months in 
service. 

Centralized Purchase Bill 

The House passed and sent to 
the Senate yesterday a bill to cen- 
tralize federal purchasing and 
storage along lines recommended 
by the Hoover Commission on 
Government Reorganization. 

If properly administered, it 
could bring about savings of “hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars,” Rep- 
resentative Clarence Brown (Rep.), 
Ohio, told the House. Brown is a 
member of the Hoover commis- 
sion. 

There was no record vote on the 
House action. 

The bill creates a general serv- 
ice administration in which would 
be placed the functions of all] ex- 
ecutive agencies now concerned 
with procurement, custody and 
management of Government- 
owned property. 

It would liquidate the War As- 
sets Administration and set up a 
permanent agency to handle ex- 
cess property transfers and dis- 
posals. 

A House administration subcom- 
mittee voted 4 to 3 today to de- 
fer action on anti-poll tax legisla- 
tion. 

The group decided to wait until 
the House Judiciary Committee 
has time to consider a proposed 
constitutional amendment allow- 
ing the states to decide whether 
to outlaw poll taxes.

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Big Job Payoffs for Political Gifts’ 
Revive Talk of U.S. Financing of 
Party Campaigns; Question Is How

OLITICAL payoffs with prestige positions in the Truman ad- 
ministration in return for campaign contributions have revived 
talk that such donations be outlawed,

The latest evidence of the cynical connection of Big Pocketbooks 
with Big Politics has caused several] national columnists ta demand 
that Congress, in the public interest, appropriate money for con- 
gressional as well as presidential campaigns. 


David Lawrence, in his syndi- 
cated column of May 26, recalled 
that the late Defense Secretary 
James Forrestal and American 
Ambassador to London Lewis W. 
Douglas had been privately criti- 
cized by Truman intimates for 
not contributing to the 1948 cam- 
paign, while Louis A. Johnson had 
been made Defense Secretary after 
he had raised more than $1,500,000 
for the Democrats. Lawrence 
wrote: 

“It is in the public interest 
that candidates for President of 
the United States should have 
a chance to lay their case be- 
fore the: people. Congress should 
a»propriate the money needed 
for campaign expenses. There 
never should be any more pri- 
vate contributions to the cam- 
paign fund for the election of a 
President and Vice President or 
for election of Senators and 
Representatives in Congress.” 

Similar conclusions have been 
reached by Arthur Krock, Wash- 
_ {ngton editorial columnist of the 
New York Times, Joseph Alsop 
end Marquis Childs. 

Childs wrote that if the whole 
system of “contributjpns-in-antici- 
pation-of-favors” we ended by 
Congressional appropriations, it 
would be a lot less costly to 
the taxpayer in the long run. 

Alsop, predicting that James 
Bruce, now American Ambassador 
to Argentina, might be promoted 
to Douglas’s job in London be- 
cause of his donations to the Tru- 
man campaign chest, wrote: 

“The truth is that the public 
auction of major offices, once at 
least used to be done in a shame- 
faced way, is beginning to be re- 
garded as a matter of course. 

“| The whole system is in- 
herently, irremediably pernicious. 
The whole country should be in- 
dignant about it. And Congress 
should begin at once considering 
the long-bruited plan for public 
financing of political campaigns, 
which would stop this squalid bar- 
ter.” 

Contributors and Contracts. 

Krock was commenting more 
specifically on contributions by 
rich men controlling companies 
with large. government contracts, 
such as Floyd Odlum of Consoli- 
dated-Vultee Aircraft Corp., when 
he wrote that some way should 
be found to avoid the appearance 
of scandal. He said that this 
could be done “only in some re- 
form in the method of financing 
campaigns that would exclude gov- 
ernment contractors from _ con- 
tributing, and by legislation bar- 
ring the appointment to office of 
anyone who ever had an interest 
in business which had, has or will 
have contractural relations with 
the appointee.” 

None of the columnists, however, 
gave details of the sort of legisla- 
tion suggested. A letter writer to 
the Post-Dispatch, Abbott Rosen- 
berg of St, Ann, pointed out last 
week (1) that if the Federal Gov- 
ernment bore the cost “many 
splinter parties would emerge to 
enjoy lush campaign funds” and 
(2) Congress might discriminate 
against bona fide parties having 
large followings. The writer con- 
cluded that the whole problem 
called for more thought to find a 
fair solution for all concerned. 

There can be no doubt about the 
evil; the question is about the 
remedy. The idea of Federal fi- 
nancing has a long history, with 
its roots going back in the nine- 
teenth century when the so-called 
“malefactors of great wealth,” rep- 
resenting oil, steel, wool, the 
tariff-protected industries and the 
railroads directed the course of 
Government from New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Cleveland. The big 
contributors paid their money and 

t their choice. 
pt Expectation of Payoff. 

In more recent times the pat- 
tern of contributors changed, par- 
ticularly in the Democratic party, 
but the expectation of a payoff 
remains. In 1936, John L, Lewis 
and his United Mine Workers con- 
tributed $450,000 and lent $50,000 
to the Democrats. In 1937, after 
President Roosevelt had de- 
nounced both the steel companies 
and the miners for work stop- 
pages, Lewis intoned at a Labor 
day speech: 

“It ill behooves one who has 
supped at labor’s table and who 
has been sheltered in  Jabor’s 
house, to curse with equal fervor 
and fine impartiality both labor 
and its adversaries when they be- 
come locked in deadly embrace.” 

In 1946 President Truman tried 
to rewagd Edwin W. Pauley with 
the Under Secretaryship of the 
Navy for his own and his asso- 
ciates contributions to the cam- 
paign. The Senate refused to go 
along, and Pauley’s nagmination 
was withdrawn. Now there is 
talk of rewarding Mrs. Perle 
Mesta and other contributors with 
ambassadorships for their prompt 
dollars. 

In the old days, Republican Boss 


Matt Quay of Pennsylvania de-|' 


scribed the getting of such pres- 
tige jobs as “shaking the plum 
tree.” The other side of the coin, 
or collecting, was called “frying 
the fat” from the anticipating 
donor. 

By 1907, however, Republican 
President Theod 


. . » Then the stipulation should 
be made that no party receiving 
campaign funds from the Treas- 
ury should accept more than a 
fixed amount from any indi- 
vidual subscriber or donor; and 
the necessary publicity for re- 
ceipts and expenditures could 
without difficulty be provided.” 
William Gibbs McAdoo, Presi- 
dent Wilson’s son-in-law and a for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury, re- 
vived the idea, with drastic amend- 
ments, in the 1920 campaign, by 
asserting that all private contribu- 
tions should be prohibited. He 


proposed: 

“The expense of the national 
elections should be paid for out 
of the United States Treasury, and 
it should be made a crime for a 
man to contribute a dollar to in- 
fluence an election. Not only then 
would we be spared the humilia- 
tion of begging for funds, but the 
cost of campaigns would be re- 
duced to one fifth what they are 
now. . . . If the national govern- 
ment paid the expenses of the -na- 
tional campaigns and_ specified 
the legitimate objects for which 
expenditures might be made, poli- 
tics would be purified enormously.” 

The late Bronson Cutting, the 
liberal Republican from New Mex- 
ico, told a conference of Progres- 
| Sives in Washineton in 1931: 
| “Everyone of us knows that the 
sums of money spent in campaigns 
are not spent in order to educate 
the voters. On thé contrary, they 
are spent in order to confuse 
voters. ...I am certain that the 
voters would be far better off and 
better educated if these huge cam- 
paign funds were eliminated and 
instead they were given a brief 
and definite statement of the atti- 
tude of the various candidates 
such as might be provided under 


a publicly-financed system of elec- 
tions.” 

The Library of Congress Leg- 
islative Reference Service, the 


clerks of the two Houses have 
informed the Post-Dispatch they 
have no record of any bills hav- 
ing been seriously considered to 
carry out the idea of Federal 
financing of campaigns. 

In 1909 the Colorado Legisla- 
ture tried to experiment with state 
financing of political campaigns, 
but the plan was balked when the 
Colorado Supreme Court held that 
the statute proposed the use of 
state funds for partisan purposes 
and was therefore unconstitu- 
tional. 

Apparently there are no prece- 
dents for Federal legislation. At 
a recent press conference, Presi- 
dent Truman said the idea was 
discussed informally in the Sen- 
ate committee when the Hatch 
Act was: under consideration 
and discarded as impracticable. 

Great Britain offers no example 
although the titles of nobility were 
sometimes the payoff for large po- 
litical contributions. The British 
do not limit such contributions or 
say how much a central party or- 
ganization may spend, but hold 
down the expenditures of an in- 
dividual candidacy for Parliament 
to 450 pounds ($1800) plus about a 
cent and a half for every voter 
registered in the constituency. In 
addition, the candidate has the 
right to send post free to every 
registered voter a letter of not 
more than two ounces containing 
campaign literature. Members of 
Parliament do not have the frank- 
ing privileges allowed members of 
Congress. 

As indicated by the lack of 
bills to have the Treasury pay 
campaign expenses, the ordinary 
Congressman does not seem to 
be interested in the idea, per- 
haps because of the complexi- 
ties. The practical politicians of 
the Democratic and Republican 
national headquarters don’t 
think much of the idea and 
can foresee many difficulties in 
drafting legislation that would 
not give advantage to the in- 
genious or the unscrupulous. 

One Democratic committee 
spokesman pointed out to the 
Post-Dispatch that the National 
Committee is only one agency in 
a Presidential campaign. There 
are numerous collateral organiza- 
tions such as state and regional 
committees, Senate and House po- 
litical committees, veterans’ com- 
mittees and so-called independent 
committees, all ef which collect 
and spend funds. 

Each National Committee is lim- 
ited fo $3,000,000 in a calendar 
year and individual contributions 
are limited to $5000. The National 
Committees of the two major 
parties spend about $1,000,000 an- 
nually for routine work. In Presi-

RICHMOND, Va., June 9. 

FTER an almost undisputed 
A rue lasting 23 years, Senator 

Harry Byrd of Virginia, one 
of the last of the political bosses, 
is severely threatened by rebellion 
within his own party. Three rivals 
are fighting the Byrd machine 
candidate for Governor and the 
situation is, at the very least, 
confused. 

Virginia political seers are mak- 
ing no firm guesses about the 
outcome, but they see many fac- 
tors which spell trouble for Byrd. 

The reorganization never has 
been divided, nor has it ever been 
up against as potentially strong 
candidates as are two of the reb- 
els—Francis Pickens Miller, who 
is violently anti-Byrd, and Horace 
Edwards, a proclaimed middle- 
roader. For once, the people are 
hearing the inside story of how 
the machine operates through the 
Compensation Board (the font of 
state patronage). 

Big Vote in Prospect. 

In the past, Byrd has held down 
the vote through the poll tax. It 
is said here that fewer Virginians 
vote in proportion to population 
than citizens of any other state in 
the union. But this year a large, 
record-breaking primary vote is 
in prospect. With the organization 
split, a good-sized minority could, 
conceivably, elect its man. 

A big vote will include thou- 
sands of new voters. Both labor 
and Negro groups are quietly 
striving to increase their balloting 
strength against Byrd. 

Also, Virginians are vulnerable 
to the trend of the times; there 
is a ferment over school problems 
and a longing for greater personal 
security and welfare. The women 
are in the fight, led by Dr. Meta 
Glass, former president of Sweet- 
priar College and sister of the 
late Senator, seeking Miller's 
election. 

Over all hang discords from the 
unsuccessful anti-Truman fight 
led more or less openly by Byrd 
and his forces. 

Apostle of Economy. 

Washington knows Senator Byrd 
as the conservative apostle of 
economy, a charming man far to 
the right of Senator Taft. In 
Washington he is constructively a 
cipher. Negatively he helped lead 
the Republicans up the garden 
path to get a stiffer cloture rule 
to use against civil rights, and he 
blocked the Wallgren nomination 
for the Resources Board. 

Miller contends that the nonen- 
tity of Washington is the tyrant 
of Virginiz, an absentee landlord 
who runs the state with “time 
servers half-heartedly fighting a 
rear-guard action for a cause that 
has lost its meaning.” The Byrd 
candidate is State Senator John 
S. Battle, whose legislative record 
echoes the Byrd philosophy.

The theory behind policy No. 1 
is simply that the Chinese Com- 
munists will face on a much larger 
scale and probably under far 
greater pressures, the economic 
problems which drove Yugoslavia 
out of the Russian orbit—the de- 
mands of a predominantly agricul- 
tural population for manufactured 
goods, without industrial produc- 
tion with which to meet these de- 
mands. As Yugoslavia was com- 
pelled to turn to the west for tex- 
tiles, tools and oil, so—according 
to this view—the Chinese Commu- 
nists will likewise be so compelled. 

The Soviet Union lacked suf- 
ficient export surplus to take care 
of 15,000,000 Yugoslav peasants; 
how can it take care of 400,000,000 
Chinese peasants? Moreover, the 
Chinese Communists enjoy that 
position of military independence 
of Moscow which was the shield 
and buckler of Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s heresy. So, runs the 
theory, since the Communists are 
taking over anyway, since Chiang 
Kai-shek is thoroughly discredited 
and can’t stage a comeback, let’s 
face facts, do business with the 
Communists, and eventually wean 
them away from Moscow.

Strike Amendment Compromise; 
Mine Walkout Disturbing Factor 


Morse Delays Proposal for Substituting 90- 
Day Seizure for 80-Day Injunction — 
Others in Bipartisan Movement Straying 


From Reservation.

WASHINGTON, June 9. 


HE bipartisan group in the Senate which has proposed a com- 
promise labor law amendment on nationa] emergency strikes was 
losing its cohesiveness today. There has been signs of weakness 


in its ranks even before John L. Lewis called his coal mine walkout 
and the strike call yesterday proved to be the straw which, if it 
didn’t break the camel’s back, wrtnched its spine considerably. 


Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
was to have introduced the 
amendment when he returned to 
the Senate yesterday after being 
absent for several sessions. He 
took the floor just before the ses- 
sion closed last night, and talked 
about national emergency strike 
procedures, but he didn’t intro- 
duce the amendment, which would 
substitute 90-day Government 
seizure of a threatened industry 
for 80-day Taft-Hartley injunc- 
tions. 

Others of the group which has 
gathered around Senator Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, in support of five 
compromise amendments were 
straying from the reservation, too. 
Senator Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, who joined in sponsoring 
four of the five and had intended 
to add his name to the national 
emergency amendment, was fre- 
considering his position. 

Conference on Revision. 

The group went into a huddle 
last night to work over the 
amendment. One alternative dis- 
cussed would provide for emer- 
gency boards appointed by the 
President to make recommenda- 
tions within 30 days after procla- 
mation of an emergency and to 
continue in existence for another 
30 days in an effort to mediate 
the controversy. If at the end of 
those two 30-day periods there 
was still no settlement, the Presi- 
dent would report to Congress. 
Unless Congress then ruled other- 
wise within 10 days, the President 
could seize and operate the busi- 
ness. 

This seemingly would leave a 
70-day interval in which there 
would be no explicit statutory au- 
thority for terminating a strike 
or lockout which caused a national 
emergency. Those who are at- 
tempting to draft an amendment 
along the lines described, however, 
point out that the President can 
ask Congress for action at any 
time, or can invoke the elastic 
and undefined inherent powers of 
the presidency to take whatever 
action the national interest may 
require, 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York, 
introduced his own national emer- 
gency amendment lIast night. It 
follows the course outlined by Ives 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
calling on the President to refer to 
Congress immediately for its legis- 
lative consideration any strike or 
lockout which imperils the na- 
tional health or safety, but adds a 


provision Ives did not mention in 
the account published yesterday. 
Addition to Ives’s Plan. 

The new provision would au- 
thorize the President to seize and 
operate the business 10 days after 
his recommendation to Congress 
unless Congress, by concurrent 
resolution, should decide against 
seizure within that 10-day period. 

Introduction of the Ives amend- 
ment brought to three the national 
emergenty amendments now for- 
mally before the Senate, with two 
others in the offing. The already 
introduced are the Taft amend- 
ment, providing for token seizure, 
injunctions, or reference of the 
problem to Congress by the Presi- 
dent, and the administration bill 
offered by Senator Elbert H. 
Thomas, chairman of the Labor 
Committee, which relies on the 
moral force of public opinion to 
induce the disputants to accept the 
recommendations of a presidential 
emergency board. 

In the offing are the amend- 
ment which Morse was to have 
introduced, but didn’t, and the 
alternative to that amendment 
now being considered by some of 
its original supporters. The first 
of these already has been printed 
as a “confidential print” which 
identifies it as an amendment 
“intended to be proposed by Mr. 
Morse for himself, Mr. Aiken, Mr. 
Hill, and Mr. Douglas.” 

It would provide for actual 
seizure and Government operation 
of an industry when a strike or 
lockout threatened a national 
emergency; for reimbursement of 
the Government treasury for ex- 
pensegs sustained in seizure and 
operation, and for appointment of 
compensation boards to determine 
what would be a fair return to 
the owners of the business during 
the period of Government opera- 
tion. 

Morse Commends Ives’s Plan. 

But Morse shied away from any 
discussion of this amendment in 
his remarks to the Senate last 
night. He stopped short of com- 
mitting himself to the Ives 
amendment, but spoke wel] of it.

Wise Tidelands Move 


A wise provision is introduced in the Admin- 
istration’s new bill asserting Federal dominion 
over the ricb oil reserves of the tidelands. It 
consists of excluding inland waterways specifi- 
cally from Federal dominion. 

Earlier Administration proposals to Congress 
did the same thing tacitly, but opponents made 
capital of the fact that it was not explicit. Wild 
claims were made that states anf municipalities 
would lose inland waterways, and harbor im- 
provements and built-up land as well. The few 
coastal states that were really. affected by the 
tidelands controversy used these bogeys to scare 
up support for their side from states that were 
nt affected at all. 

If the Administration's bill were passed, they 
said, letting their imagination run riot, the Fed- 
eral Government could take over New York har- 
bor, much of lower Manhattan, the built-up Chi- 
cago lakefront, the more than one-half of down- 
town Boston that consists of reclaimed land, the 
coal beds under the Ohio River in West Vir- 
ginia, and the San Francisco waterfront up to 
the Russ building. 

By these tactics of trumped-up fear the af- 
fected states—principally California, Texas and 
Louisiana—duped the Attorneys General and 
other representatives of some 40 other states 
into believing that they had something at stake 
in the outcome. So the country was treated to 
the fantastic spectacle of a fight for the tide- 
lands led by citizens of such notably tideless 
states as Senator Kerr of Oklahoma and Gov. 
Carlson of Kansas, 

The Department of Justice assured the states 
that there was no intention to alter the owner- 
ship of inland waterways. An offer to amend 

the Administration’s proposals pending in Con- 
gress to exempt inland waterways specifically 
was made two years ago by Representative 
Hobbs of Alabama, but the leaders of the op- 
position objected with howls of bloody murder. 
They said it was an attempt to deprive them of 
their support from the inland states. 

It is all to the good that the bill newly intro- 
duced in Congress by the Administration says 
from the outset, in unmistakable terms, that in- 
land waterways are not involved. Unless the 
coastal states which are leading the opposition 
should insist now on actually placing the inland 
states in the jeopardy from which they claim to 
be trying to protect them, this should put an 
end to the considerable part of the opposition 
which has been wholly based on a misstatement 
of fact. 


Fire Safety and the Merit System 

The Turley fire safety bill which the Missouri 
House has approved is a good start toward elim- 
inating fire hazards and improving fire protec- 
tion—with one outstanding exception. It doesn’t 
provide for the merit system in the selection and 
advancement of employes, and it should. 

Missouri has seen in neighboring Illinois’ mine 
safety inspection how poor and indeed rotten 
safety enforcement of any sort can become if 
it is Jeft open to political manipulation. The fire 
protection regulations set forth in the Turley 
bill could become a dead letter if their admin- 
istration and enforcement were left up to po- 
litical hangers-on. Worse still, they would pre- 
sent a powerful means for rewarding friends 
and punishing enemies in the hands of a Gov- 
ernor who might not rise above using them in 
that fashion. : 

The spectre of Effingham rises to convince 
Missourians that they need such protection from 
fire as is contemplated in the Turley bill. But 
still other spectres of political complacency and 
political abuses offer evidence that a fire safe- 
ty bill without the safeguard of the merit sys- 
tem might be worse than no fire safety bill at all. 
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The Case of Mr. T. 


According to the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, the American people spend 16 bil- 
lion dollars every year for liquor, tobacco and 
cosmetics and only $1,700,000,000 for medical 
services. The moral is plain. By diverting a 
fraction of these funds wasted on non-essentials 
to the easement of their aches and pains, they 
would have more than enough to satisfy their 
doctors. 

The reasoning is air-tight, but it seems to rest 
on the assumption that the public is one body 
whose disorders can be treated with one collec- 
tive scalpel or one accurately-placed injection. 
When we separate the individual from the mass 
—as we must even in a bookkeeper’s paradise— 
we find that he rarely conforms to the statisti- 
cal average. 

Mr. T., for instance, doesn’t drink, but he is 
charged with his share of that 10 billion dollars 
expended on vinous, malt and distilled beverages. 
Mr. T’s abstemious habits did not save him from 
a hernia operation which cost him $250. He was 
followed into the hospital by his son, aged five, 
who without being addicted to vintage wines, 
Havana cigars or lipsticks, also had a hernia. It 
was a junior-sized affair but the tariff was the 
same—$250. 

Mg T’s tobacco bill is about $100 a year and 
his wife dissipates about $50 annually on face 
powder and cold cream. By reducing this 
wastage to zero, Mr. T would have had enough 
to share three-fifths of an operation with his 
son. 

The statistically-minded Chamber of Com- 
merce ‘may contend that three-fifths is obvious- 
ly better than nothing. Mr. T., however, with no 
head for figures, is forced to get what comfort 
he can from other sources. He'll still spend 
$100 a year on tobacco. A sad case! 
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No Job for the Aldermen 


Mayor Darst argues correctly that traffic sig- 
nals should cease to under the Board of Al- 
dermen’s control. This city suffers from acute 
and worsening traffic congestion. Controlling 
the situation will require fulltime engineers. 
The Aldermen are part-timers and they are not 
engineers. They are impressionable politicians, 
ard they put up and také down traffic signals 
according to personal and neighborhood pres- 
sures. 

They have wasted energy that should have gone 
into their proper job of policy-making for the 
city. They have granted “spot” traffic signals 
for the same reason that they have granted spot 
exemptions from the zoning law, with the re- 
sult that both zoning and traffic are in a mess. | 

There is no sign yet, however, that the Al- 
dermen will consent to transfer their power to 
the Mayor’s proposed traffic division. Mr. Darst 
held out the lure that the change “would relieve 
pressure put on them by constituents wanting 
special stop signs erected,” but Alderman Nie- 
meyer’s comment probably expressed the senti- 
ment of most of his colleagues. “Aldermen feel,” 
he said, “they should have the right to keep a 
bunch of stop signs and a hammer in their 
basements so they can give better service to 


ward residents who demand signs. ... You know, 
the board has been allergic to experts in the 
past.” 

If the Mayor can cure that allergy, he is quite 
an artist at persuasion. But it is not safe to 
assume that he can, nor may it be necessary to 
assume it. A Board of Freeholders is preparing 
a new city charter to lay before the voters. One 
of its major jobs will be to draw a well-calcu- 


lated boundary between the powers of the city’s 


executive and legislative\branches. We think it 
should put traffic control, subject to the normal 
checks and balances that protect citizens from 
arbitrary action by administrative officials, on 
the executive branch's side of the fence. 
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Promises and Housing 


If campaign promises mean a thing, the public 
housing and slum clearance bill will be taken 
out of the House Rules Committee’s clutches 
on June 27 and passed. Both parties are pledged 
to such legislation. To violate the pledge, as 
the Washington Post says, “would not only un- 
dermine the hopes of a vast number of poorly 
housed families; it would also... be a blow to 
confidence in popular government.” Both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans have dealt generously 
with higher-priced housing, so neither party can 
afford to take a niggardly attitude toward shel- 
ter for the, poor. 

The Senate has already accepted this biparti- 
san responsibflity by a more than 4-to-l vote, 
but House opponents of the bill are raising the 
excuse that the country can’t afford it. The 
real estate lobby is fertile with excuses. But 
the Budget Bureau has pointed out that the 
legislation promises to cost much less than its 
opponents claim. There will be very little fed- 
eral outlay until some of the new public hous- 
ing goes into operation, a matter of a year and 
more. The question of cost was threshed out 
long ago, and intelligent conservatives like Sen- 
ator Taft gave the conclusive answer that this 
nation cannot afford to abandon large numbers 
of its people to sub-human living conditions. It 
cannot afford to have its cities sink deeper in 
slums. 

Actually, there is a still more immediate ur- 
gency in this legislation. The private housing 
boom is tapering off. If it is approved now, the 
new public housing program will come on the 
scene when there is a growing need to keep the 
building industry busy. Idleness in this key 
industry could greatly affect the country’s eco- 
nomic health, so the need, one way or another, 
will be met. It will be well met by erecting 
houses to live in. It would be poorly and waste- 
fully met by such make-work construction as new 
postoffices for places that already have perfect- 
ly good postoffices. 

A small but entrenched minority grows rich 
from the traffic in human misery in the slums. 
These people hate to see the housing bill come 
to a vote, for fear that it will pass. But rarely 
has a measure better deserved to pass. 
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Where a Revolt Is Overdue 


It will take something approaching a con- 
certed uprising of voters to break the old-age 
pension lobby’s hold on Missouri’s state govern- 
ment. By way of fueling an uprising, the Mis- 
souri Public Expenditure Survey has published 
a telling comparison showing that per capita 
public welfare expenditures amounted to $11.24 
last year in the country as a whole, but came to 
$16.91 in Missouri. Missouri is within a few 
points of the national average in income and 
wealth, but its welfare expense, even before Gov. 
Smith’s pension-happy crew began to get in 
their licks, was half again as much as the na- 
tional average. 

This must be laid entirely to lavishness in ad- 
mitting old-age pensioners to the welfare rolls. 
It cannot be blamed on Missouri’s generosity to 
its few thousand unemployable citizens, for there 
the scale is scandalously low. The Legislature 
appropriated $4,000,000 for direct relief in 1939 
and the present budget calls for $4,500,000 a 
year, a 12% per cent increase that spells great 
hardship in a time of inflated cost of living. 

In the same period, however, old-age allot- 
ments have climbed from $17,500,000 a year to a 
proposed $70,000,000, an increase of 300 per cent. 
Old-age pensions are already a more than $50-a- 
year burden: on every productive worker in the 
state. The sufferers from this policy include de- 
serving old age pensioners, people on relief and 
in state hospitals and training schools—plus the 
taxpayers. 

All this has been said again and again, year 
after year, but the pension-grabbers have no 
sense of proportion and little sense of shame. 
But is it too much to hope that the story will 
eventually impress itself on the sovereign voters 
of Missouri? 
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For Greater Mine Safety 


The mine safety measures Gov. Stevenson is 
asking of the Illinois Legislature would correct 
some of the worst defects remaining in the pres- 
ent setup. 

Among the new safety rules which the Gov- 
ernor proposes, the one relating to abandoned 
mines would avert such disasters as that of the 
Old Ben explosion at West Frankfort two years 
ago. There, according to the findings of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, gas had escaped 
from abandoned workings that had neith€r been 
sealed off nor ventilated, and it had accumulated 
at the working face. Gov. Stevenson’s proposed 
new regulation would require that all abandoned 
mines be completely filled with earth or, as an 
alternative, be kept securely sealed. 

A cloudy division of powers between the Di- 
rector of Mines and Minerals and the State Min- 
ing Board would be cleared up under the Gov- 
ernor’s new proposals. Administration of the 
safety laws, now in the hands of the board, 
would be transferred to the director—good prac- 
tice in either government or private business, for 
boards are clumsy at administration, and are 
best used for formulating policies. Under the 
proposed new arrangement, the board would 
formulate rules and regulations, hold hearings 
on violations of mining laws, and conduct ex- 
aminations for certificates of competency. 

These reforms would increase the effective- 
ness of improvements which the Illinois Legisla- 
ture enacted two years ago. At that time it 
added continuous rock dusting and other re- 
quirements to the mining safety code, put the 
appointment of mine inspectors on a merit basis, 
‘and made it a felony for state mining employes 
to solicit political contributions. 

Illinois is steadily moving forward to enlight- 
ened mining practices, away from the politics- 
ridden administration of mine safety which 
flourished under Gov. Green, and which shocked

Education Is a National Problem

The Council of State Chambers of Com- 
merce is opposed to federal aid to educa- 
tion. As a part of its campaign to defeat 
the pending federal aid bill it has distrib- 
uted a study showing what each state 
would get and what each would pay under 
the proposed bill. It is an interesting 
study and to our way of thinking an ef- 
fective argument, not for the side of the 
question which the Council of Chambers 
upholds, but the other side. 


The Chamber literature points out among 
other things that “between 1936 and 1947 
the states themselves, together with their 
local subdivisions, increased the financial 
support of their schools from $1,656,798,938 
to $3,124,550,345, a gain of $1,467,751,407, or 
five times the 300 millions sought from 
Uncle Sam to ‘save our schools.’” 


One could infer from this that the sub- 
standard condition of American public 
schools is not, then, due to wilful neglect 
on the part of the states and their sub- 
divisions. What the Chamber group evi- 
dently regards as its Sunday punch is the 
disclosure that 31 states will pay out more 
than they will receive under the federal aid 
program. In other words, 17 states—most- 
ly in the South—will be helped by the oth- 
er 31 to bring their schools up to a mini- 
mum standard. 


Help for the South 


Texas, if the Chamber’s figures are cor- 
rect, would do just a little better than 
break even. It would pay $10,804,000 for 
federal aid and get back $10,845,000. At 
the other extreme among the subsidized 
states, Mississippi would contribute only 
$1,743,000 and receive $15,469,000. Some 
where between Texas and Mississippi are 
the following beneficiaries of federal as- 
sistance: | 

Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, OkMhoma, South Carolina, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Utah, Virginia and West 


Virginia. 

Unintentionally, the Council of Chambers 
has called attention to the only good rea- 
son yet advanced for federal support of 
public schools. Some of the states just 
don’t have enough resources at their com- 
mand to provide proper schooling for all 
their children. Most of the Southern states 
already are exceeding the national aver- 
age in percentage of per capital income 
spent for education. 


No Concern to New York? 


Would the Council of Chambers have us 
believe that ignorance and illiteracy in Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama are of no. concern 
to the people of New York and Ohio? 


While the Chamber group was putting 
the finishing touches on its anti-federal aid 
statement, the executive committee of the 
American Association of Colleges for 
Teacher Education was sending a telegram 
to President Truman. Calling attention 
to “the very great gap between the num- 
ber of new teachers who will graduate and 
the number required to keep open the 
schools of America,” the committee went 
on to say: 

“The colleges which prepare teachers

will continue to lose ground in a désperate 
effort to meet the demand for new teachers 
until they can assure young candidates 
who wish to prepare for teaching that 
positive steps have been taken to strength- 


en the financial structure of the American 


school system. 


“The information that the Congress has 
adopted a sound policy of extending fi- 
nancial aid to the states on a systematic 
basis would be tremendously helpful to 
us in assuring candidates for teaching that 
schoo] systems have been greatly strength- 
ened in their efforts to offer opportunities 
equivalent to those in other occupations. 

“The vast number of children not en- 
rolled in schools and the shocking preva- 
lence and near-illiteracy in the total popula- 
tion are the products of poor schools and, 
in some instances, of no schools at all. 

“Poor schools are found in many areas 
of the nation. They exist, not because peo- 
ple want them, but for lack of economic 
ability in many states and localities to 
finance good ones. 


Weapon Against the Communists 


“Winston Churchill’s warning to the dem- 
ocratic world of perils ahead reminds us 
again of the vast stake the National Gov- 
ernment has in framing policies broad 
enough and‘ sound enough to encompass 
and protect the total national welfare. A 
part of this policy must be to provide the 
opportunity for all citizens to obtain the 
basic education needed for intelligent par- 
ticipation in the work and life of the na- 
tion. To deny this opportunity will weaken 
our Republic and provide the frustration 
among our people sought by the Contmu- 
nists as a cloak for fifth columns.” 

It wouldn’t have occurred to us to ring 
in the Communists, but on reflection we 
see that the warning isn’t far-fetched at 
all. In a totalitarian state it isn’t necés- 
sary for the people to be well informed 
or even literate. It happened that the lit- 
eracy rate was high in Hitler's Germany. 

On the other hand, in a government of 
the people, like ours, it is vital that every- 
one be literate, at least, because everyone 
has a voice in the government. 

If Mississippi can’t educate all its chil- 
dren unaided, then the national govern- 
ment has an obligation to supplement the 
efforts of the state. It goes without say- 
ing that the prosperous states under this 
plan will pay out more than they will re- 
ceive in direct subsidies. But in the long 
run all 48 states will benefit from a better 
informed citizenship. sd

The Italian Character 


ITALY AND ITALIANS, by Count Carle Sforza. 

Dutton & Co., inc., New York, $3.00.) 

Few men deserve more than Carlo 
Sforza both from their own country and 
from Europe as a whole. Count Sforza 
served Italy as Foreign Minister before and 
after the Fascist regime and in 20 years 
of exile he upheld the banner of Italian 
democracy and liberal traditions. A 
passionate patriot, he worked at all times 
for a closer understanding and co-operation 
among the nations of Europe, and fought 
the evil of egotistic, narrow-minded. nation- 
alism. He calls himself an "arch-Italian” 
but he voices the deep-thought conviction 
that “they oppose the laws of the future 
who think of the nations of Europe as 
isolated compartments.” Count Sforza 
strongly believes in diplomacy as the art 
of engineering peace through treaties, 
These should not be “diktats,” but freely 
entered compacts by which the stronger 
nations, rather than taking advantage of 
their momentary superiority to inflict en- 
during wounds on the vanquished, aim at a 
constructive settlement in the interest of 
future stability. Sforza is justly proud 
of having negotiated the treaty of Rapallo 
which represented a fair compromise of 
Italian and Slav differences after the First

He successfully 
explodes many of the standard cliches 
about Italians, and properly calls attention 
to the basic firmness and stability of the 
farmers, who represent about half of the 
Italian people and yet are usually ignored 
by foreign observers.

Sforza pays tribute to the “fraternal 
humanity” which is the key to Italian 
hearts. Yet he is ready to take stock of 
the rhetorical emphasis which is a recurring 
stream in Italian literature and politics, 
and he admits a certain instability, which 
he aftributes to a “self-denigration that al- 
ternates in us with an outrageous boast- 
fulness.” 

This is a sound warning that Italians 
must not bleat about the past, but face the 
challenge of the present.

WERE REDUCED AT 
ST. LOUIS HOSPITAL

number of deaths of prematurely- 
born babies at St. Louis Maternity 
Hospital was sharply reduced by 
using caudal anesthesia instead of 
other methods of anesthesia, two 
doctors reported at the convention 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion here today. Caudal anesthe- 
sia is a method of blocking off 
nerves by injecting an anesthetic 
with a needle. 

Dr. William H. Masters, assist- 
ant professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, and Dr. 
Robert W. Ross, an assistant resi- 
dent at Maternity Hospital, re- 
ported that the increased chance 
for life among premature babies | 
as a result of the use of caudal 
anesthesia during labor was “cer- 
tainly of major import.” 

From July, 1945, to last Dec. 27, 
there were 244 premature babies 
born at the hospital to mothers

OST baseball followers have 
believed for some time that 
Max Lanier and the others

Taft Outlines His Bill. 


| Senator Taft, co-author of the 
Taft-Hartley bill, made his major 
‘argument yesterday in a compact 
| 45-minute discussion of the situa- 
‘tion and the provisions of his 
amendments which would retain 
most Taft-Hartley Act provisions. 
Reducing the changes from Taft- 
Hartley to a numerical statement, 
the Taft amendments keep 22 
Taft-Hartley provisions and elimi- 
nate or modify 28. 

Taft’s professional discourse was 
followed by a four-and-a-half hour 
impassioned oration by Senator 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, who 
pleaded for the administration bill 
without any amendments. 


Referring derisively to the “bob- 
tailed Taft bill,” Pepper said Con- 
gress would reject some of the 22 
Taft-Hartley provisions retained 
in the Taft proposal if it didn’t 
reject all, and in the next Con- 
gress he predicted, more would g0. 
It was just a question of time, 
said. 

“Labor will not cease to fight,” 
Pepper warned. Paraphrasing 
Britain’s wartime prime minister 
he added: “It will fight in Con- 
gress, in the courts, and in the 
country until it shall achieve a 
fair labor law.” 

Taft repeated on the Senate 
floor what he had told reporters 
earlier, that the Republicans 
would not oppose, in the first 
stage of the legislative battle, the 
four amendments anhager | intro- 
| duced by the Douglas bipartisan 
group but would make its first 
fight on the national emergency 
section and then would move for 
substitution of his own amend- 
ments for the Administration bill 
as it may be perfected by the 
Douglas or other amendments ac- 
ceptable to the Democratic ma- 
jority in the Senate. 

These four impose a mutual ob- 
ligation on unions and employers 
to bargain collectively; guarantee 
free speech for both employers 
and employes; require both to sign 
non-Communist and _  non-fascist 
affidavits; and require both to 
file financial statements. 

Humphrey Amendment. 

The financial statement amend- 
ment would extend to employers 
and associations of employers the 
requirement the Taft-Hartley Act 
now imposes on unions. This 
amendment was offered by Sen- 
ator Humphrey in his own name 
and in the name of others of the 
Douglas group. As a matter of 
political expediency members of 
that group have been dividing up 
among themselves principal spon- 
sorship of the amendments on 
which they have all agreed, and 
'this one fell to Humphrey. 

Each of these four amendments 
takes a Taft-Hartley provision 
which applied only to management 
or to labor and makes it ap- 
plicable to both. The requirement 
of good faith bargaining, for in- 
stance, in the Taft-Hartley law 
was imposed on management only, 
on the theory that unions existed 
for that very purpose, But some 
unions have not actually bar- 
gained—they have presented “de- 
mands” on a take it or leave it 
basis. The “free speech” guar- 
antee was written into the Taft- 
Hartley Act for the protection of 
management; the non-Communist 
oath provision and the financial 
report were required only of 
unions, 

There has been some question 
about the Humphrey amendment 
requiring financial reports from 
employers and associations of em- 
ployers, because usually ~ these 
make a public report and in any 
event all report to their stock- 
holders or, in the case of associ- 
ations, to their members. In view 
of this Humphrey was asked by 
the writer why it was thought de- 
sirable to extend the financial 
report requirement to employers. 

“In the first place,” the Minne- 
sota Senator said, “we thought it 
only fair that what we require 
from one we ought in fairness to 
require from the other. I’m not 
at all sure there is any necessity 
for requiring unions to file these 
reports, but there seems to be a 
demand for them, and if there is, 
then employers ought to furnish 
the same information. 

“And then the report required 
would call for a different sort of 
information than corporations or- 
dinarily make available to their 
stockholders—such matters as ex- 
ecutive salaries, bonuses, and 
things like that.”

NEW SALES TAX SUPERVISOR 


JEFFERSON CITY (UP) — 
Leon M. Chiswell, Blackburn, 
Wednesday was named supervisor 
of sales tax by Hubert Bates, 
state director of revenue. Chis- 
well succeeded James W. Perry, 
who resigned April 30. 

The new sales tax supervisor 
was formerly assigned to the Kan- 
sas City office of the Department 
of Revenue. He was a banker in

The Western Allies from the 
first have taken the position that 
the Kommandatura must accept 
properly elected officials unless it 
can be proved that they are ob- 
viously disqualified under Military 
Government security regulations. 


The Soviets have been equally 
insistent that unexplained per- 
sonal reasons can prevent any 
elected official from taking his 
post. 

This was the basis for refusing 
to accept Ernst Reuter at mayor, 
two years ago, despite his 80 per 
cent backing by the people and 
his unblemished anti-Nazi record. 
Not until the Communists forced 
a split in the city government last 
year could Reuter assume his 
rightful duties. 


In addition, the Soviets have in- 
sisted that every measure or ordi- 
nance of the city cabinet and as- 
sembly must have unanimous four- 
power approval in advance of its 
coming into effect. 

By contrast, the Western powers 
believe the city should be permit- 
ted to go ahead and run its affairs 
subject to four-power disapproval 
of its actions. 

Some thought will make appar- 
ent the immensity of the spread 
between these two positions. 

If the arguments in Paris seem 
unduly lengthy or technical this 
should indicate something of what 
is at stake — Communist control 
versus democratic majority rule 
in Berlin.

MERIT CODE FOR FIREMEN, | 
POLICE VOTED IN E, ST. LOUIS 


A civil service code for East | 
St. Louis firemen and policemen, |

last night by the Board of Fire | 
and Police Commissioners of East | 
St. Louis. 

The code, sponsored by the AFL 
‘Firefighters’ Union, Local 23, pro- |

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SHO BUDGET CALLS 
FOR 19 MILLION OUTLAY 


_—— 


Proposed Expenditures Would 
Be $1,679,229 More Than 
Last Year. 


A proposed public school budget, 
Calling for expenditure of $19,354,- 
229 in the fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, will be presented today to 
the Board of Education’s finance 
committee. 

Expenditures proposed will ex- 
ceed receipts by $1,373,262 and 
will be $1,679,229 more than will 
be spent in operating the schools 
in the fiscal year ending June 30. 

Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, board sec- 
retary-treasurer, has estimated re- 
cepts next year will total $17,- 
980,967. Finance committee mem- 
bers, it is expected, will attempt 
to trim the budget requests of de- 
ge heads so that expendi- 

ures will not exceed that total. 
To Have More Leeway. 

The committee, however, will 
have more leeway with the budget 
than was expected, principally be- 
Cause school operations this year 
resulted in a surplus of $331,000, 
Wiethaupt reported, rather than 
at a deficit of $1,363,663, which 
Was forecast when the annual 
budget was prepared last year. 

Reason for the surplus this 
year, Wiethaupt said, was that re- 
ceipts from taxes and other 
sources totaled $1,091,399 more 
than had been estimated. As a 
result of this windfall, he said, the 
board’s cash balance June 30 will 
be $3,700,000, more than enough to 
finance board operations in the 
summer months. 

In the past, Wiethaupt has con- 
tended that at least $2,000,000 was 
required on hand at the beginning 
of the fiscal year to cover opera- 
tions until tax revenue is received 
in volume in the fall. 

Instruction Biggest Item. 

Largest single item in the pro- 
posed budget is a request for $12,- 
154,059 for the instructional de- 
partment. This is composed prin- 
cipally of day school instruction- 
al salaries, which total $11,236- 
897. These salaries this year to- 
taled $10,750,053. The _ increase, 
$486,844, is occasioned by opera- 
tion of the teachers’ salary sched- 
ule and for additional salaries re- 
quired when four new primary 
units are opened. 

The building department’s re- 
quest for $4,019,125, as compared 
to a budget for that department 
of $3,844,965 this year, was the sec- 

ond largest item. The supply de- 
partment asked $2,020143 as 
a@gainst $1,801,393 last year. 

Requests by other departments: 
Finance, $1,047,669; auditing, $104,- 
$31, and law, $8400.

30-PLANE FORCE 
‘FO OPEN WARFARE 
ON GRASSHOPPERS 


DENVER, June 9 (AP)—A new 
grasshopper plague is threatening 
the grain belt. To keep it from 
happening, an aerial task force 
will take off next week from 
Sheridan, Wyo., loaded with grass- 
hopper poison. 

The target of the 30-plane force 
will be a 1,500,000-acre stretch in 
Wyoming and Montana which the 
Department of Agriculture calls 
the worst grasshopper nesting 
ground in the country. 

The job will take about 30 days. 
‘The goal will be to wipe out a big, 
“hungry, growing army of the mi- 
gratory insects. If left alone, this 
army soon could become as for- 


- midable as the one that destroyed 


$250,000,000 worth of crops in the 
northern plains states a decade 


ago. 

Grasshopper plagues occur about 
once every 10 years. 

The aerial attack is being staged 
by the Agriculture Department in 
<o-operation with the state and 
county governments and the farm- 
ers. All of them will share the cost. 

Bran containing poisons will be 
sprayed out of the planes. The 
‘new insecticides to be used, chlor- 
dane and toxaphene, are so potent 
one-third of an ounce in five 


~ pounds of bran is enough to kill 


all the grasshoppers on an acre. 

By earlier tests, the federal 
agency allayed fears that the poi- 
son might harm game birds and 
animals.

Top Cloak-and-Dagger Man

FEW days ago a 72-year-old 

man, tall and handsome and 

dressed with fastidious cor- 
rectness, collapsed and died in a 
London subway. He was Capt. 
Franz von Rintelen of what used 
to be the Imperial German Navy. 
That name stirs few memories to- 
day, but three decades ago Von 
Rintelen became all too well 
known in this country as the one- 
man expeditionary force who 
came to America to “buy up or 
blow up” our munitions output. 

Two years before the United 
States and Germany formally 
came to blows in World War I, 
Von Rintelen was accomplishing 
what was probably the most dam- 
aging boring from within since 
the Trojan horse. He is credited 
with time-bomb sinkings of 32 
ships carrying munitions from 
America to England and her al- 
lies. Had it not been for bungling 
by Franz von Papen, then Ger- 
many’s military attache in Wash- 
ington, he might have sent many 
more to the bottom. 

During his year of operations, 
mainly in New York, Von Rin- 
telen was the equivalent of a 
flotilla of U-boats. He effectively 
filled the gap, in fact, between 
Germany’s declaration of war on 
England and the time when the 
Kaiser could send submarines in 
quantity to intercept American 
supply ships. 

Long afterward, when the rise 
of Hitler turned him against Ger- 
many and Nazism, the former ace 
saboteur went to live in England. 
There he became a close friend of 
the British admiral who had cap- 
tured him and wrote “The Dark 
Invader.” an account of his ad- 
ventures in America. 

Read in perspective with World 
War II, “The Dark Invader” has 
a somewhat misty, other-world 
quality. It carries « reminder that 
the first World War not only was 
lacking in many of the modern 
conveniences, but that its ideolo- 
gies and loyalties often were in a 
confused state. These were cir- 
cumstances made to order for the 
work Von Rintelen cut out for 
himself. 

Besides service in the Navy, Von 
Rintelen had spent several years 
in London, New York and Latin 
American capitals acquiring inter- 
national banking experience. He 
was a trimly athletic man, not yet 
40, with bearing that reflected 
aristocratic background. From 
his features, he might as easily 
have been taken for an Italian 
as a Teuton, although his close- 
cropped hair and clear, cold gray 
eyes suggested the German mili- 
tarist. He was thoroughly fami- 
liar with American banking meth- 
ods and spoke English without an 
accent. 

“The authorities decided,” he 
wrote, “that I was the man to go 
to the United States to take action 
against munitions shipments.” 


* 
sy ITH a forged Swiss pass- 
W port, made out in the name 
of Emile V. Gache, he ar- 
rived in New York on April 3, 
1915. He called at the German 
embassy in Washington to de- 
liver a new secret code, and 
was coolly received by Von Papen 
and by Capt. Boy-Ed, the half- 
Turkish naval attache. Both of 
them had been making fumbling 
stabs at directing sabotage ef- 
forts, and apparently resented Von 
Rintelen’s getting into the act. 
From there he returned to New 
York, where he was largely on his 
own. 

Original idea of the Germans 
was to try to corner the market on 
American munitions so as to keep 
deliveries to the Allies at a mini- 
mum. Von Rintelen did some 
shopping around, frankly identi- 
fying himself as a German agent 
in the market for gunpowder. 

“Within a few days I was satis- 
fied that it would be quite impos- 
sible to buy up the vast quantities 
of explosives. that were by now 
available in the American market,” 
he wrote in his book. “The daily 
production was so great that if I 
had bought up the market on 
Tuesday there would still have 
been an enormous fresh supply on 
Wednesday.” 

Casting about for a more prac- 
tical means of interrupting the 
flow of shells to his country’s ene- 
mies, and especially to England, 
Von Rintelen began prowling the 
docks. There he found highly 
skilled crewmen of numerous Ger- 
man freighters made idle by the 
British blockade. He also took 
cognizance that many dockwork- 
ers were Irishmen who would wek 
come the chance to do England 
an ill turn. 

Von Papen did Von Rintelen 
one good service. He sent him a 
chemist Dr. Walter T. Scheele, for- 
mer German artillery lieutenant 
and the only prewar German spy 
in the United States. While doing 
research for American industrial 
firms, he had created in off-hours 
an interesting little device for the 
Fatherland. 

This was a piece of lead tubing, 
the size of a cigar, with a disk of 
copper dividing it into two com- 
partments. TheSe contained acids 
which, when they had eaten 
through the copper would unite 
with a burst of intensely hot fire. 
Thickness of the copper disk de- 
termined how many days the ship 
wouldyhave sailed out to sea be- 
fore it burst into flame. 

Von Rintelen set about getting

this weapon into production. He 
founded a firm, “E. V. Gibbons, 
Inc.,” as a front for buying sup- 
plies. He also acquired a legal 
adviser, an interesting character 
named Boniface, who usually dis- 
seminated a faint odor of whisky. 


“Mr. Boniface was a man of 
many parts,” Von Rintelen re- 
called later, rather fondly. “He 
dwelt in a small hotel near the 
docks, and he had an extensive 
practice sweeping out the corners 
that the genuine lawyers had left 
for him. He was tall and lean, 
wore pince-nez, which kept on 
slipping down his nose. ...I was 
convinced that Mr. Boniface would 
rather let all 10 fingers be chopped 
off than betray anyone who of- 
fered him the prospect of good 
Tees.” 

The necessary number of dol- 
lars having procured the stanch 
loyalty of Boniface, he was asked 
to. suggest a place where the 
bombs could be made “legally,” 
that is, off American soil yet near 
New York. 

Boniface suggestedzd the machine 
shop of a German ship interned 
in New York harbor, the Friedrich 
der Grosse. Soon the easily con- 
cealed incendiaries were being 
planted in holds of outbound ships. 
Von Rintelen kept score by sub- 
scribing to Shipping News in 
which Lloyd’s of London obliging- 
ly ticked off the suddenly in- 
creased toll of “accidents” at sea. 

Von Rintelen required that the 
bombs be placed in holds that con- 
tained no munitions. When a ship 
caught fire at sea, the captain 
would flood munition holds to 
elminate danger of explosions. 
Most of the ships sank, but the 
crews were rescued. Thus the 
munitions were disposed of with- 
out loss of life. At its peak, the 
conspiracy also was operating full 
blast from several other East coast 
ports, 

Von Rintelen’s work was much 
simplified through a suggestion 
of a manager of the bank where 
E. V. Gibbons, Inc., did business. 


Somehow under the impression 
that Von Rintelen was an English- 
man, he helped the firm procure 
contracts to supply Allies with 
military supplies. Von Rintelen 
worked out a deal with a Russian 
agent to supply about $3,000,000 
worth of saddles, horses, mules, 
tinned meat, infantry ammunition 
and other items—and got payment 
in advance, 
x «x * 

HIS was a double-barreled 
T opportunity to get rid of Al- 

lies’ munitions and a good 
chunk of their capital, too. He 
bought up big quantities of goods, 
mostly explosives, and crammed 
them onto a ship that caught fire 
on schedule several days from 
anywhere. 

Sympathetically, he told the sor- 
rowing Russians that he had sev- 
eral barge-loads of additional 
supplies that would fill two more 
steamers. He was instructed to 
load them at Black Tom Pier— 
which hig successors blew up re- 
soundingly a year later. While 
being towed to the steamers, each 
barge slowly heeled over and 
sank. 

Eventually, unexploded bombs 
were discovered on ships, and the 
versatile Von Rintelen quickly

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changed to different disruptive 
techniques. 

First, he organized “Labor’s Na- 
tional Peace Council,” with the 
object of “promoting world peace,” 
or, to put it another way, of pro- 
moting an embargo on the export 
of munitions. A number of prom- 
inent, well-meaning, naive citizens 
lent their names to it. The or- 
ganization instigated several 
strikes of stevedores, but the wa- 
terfront unions mobilized their 
members and squelched the coun- 
cil. This experience cost Von 
Rintelen several hundred thou- 
sand dollars of the Kaiser’s mon- 
ey. A lot of it seems to have 
gone into the pockets of a Wall 
Street promoter he had hired, an 
unwitting patriot named David 
Lamar, who previously had been 
indicted for ar attempt to defraud 
J. P. Morgan and Co. 


Von Rintelen’s last major effort 
was an attempt to foment a revo- 
lution in Mexico through aid to 
Victoriano Huerta, deposed and 
exiled President, whom the Ger- 
mans hoped to restore. This would 
have diverted weapons to Ameri- 
can forces then in Mexico, but 
Huerta was captured at the bor- 


der. 
( ceived a cable recalling him 

to Germany. He was dum- 
founded at reading his real name 
in the address, but he obediently 
departed, using the Swiss passport 
again. 

He took a Dutch ship for Hol- 
land, but was arrested by British 
authorities at Falmouth. There 
he received a series of stunning 
surprises. 

The message was '‘a fake. A girl

ton had wangled from a German 
embassy employe the code Von 
Rintelen had brought from Ber- 
lin. It was Sir Reginald Hall, 
British naval intelligence chief, 
who “recalled” Von Rintelen. And 
it was Von Papen who had dis- 
closed the saboteur’s presence in 
America by carelessly mentioning 
him by name in official dispatches, 
intercepted by Hall.

ON RINTELEN managed to 
V escape the guard house where 

he was held in London. He 
knew the city well, and boarded a 
bus for the docks. What happened 
next was one of the most curious 
of his experiences. 

“As I sat on the top deck of 
the bus which was te take me to 
freedom,” he related in his book, 
“I thought everything over, and 
suddenly a black, impenetrable 
wall seemed to interpose itself be- 
tween me and my plan. I was 
done. . . . I find it impossible to 
give a completely plausible ex- 
planation of my next action... . 
I saw something from the top of 
the bus. ...I think it was a 
stockbroker of my acquaintance 
walking down to the office this 
fine morning . . . and the sheer 
everydayness of the happening 
bowled me out. I just came to a 
sudden resolve, got out of the om- 
nibus and went back to the police 
station!” 

After America entered the war, 
Von Rintelen was convicted in 
this country of sabotage in a trial 
in 1917 that was a 23-day sensa- 
tion. He was sentenced to four 
years in the Federal Penitentiary 
at Atlanta, but received a presi- 
dential pardon in 1920 on condi- 
tion he leave the country.

West opened the heart ace and 
continued the suit.
